The new board swung Into action 
Tuesday night for its first meeting. 
President Bartlett, after the calling of 
the roll, made his appointments for 
the coming year. The appointments 
arc as follows: 

Fire marshal, W. J. Christian; vil- 
lage marshal, William James; water 
commissioner, Harry Osmond; tapper, 
D. B. Sabin; tax collector, W. P. 
Zlegler. 

Board committees— Finance, Hlllc- 
brand, Dunn and Webb; light and 
power, Osmond, Drom and Rosing; 
streets, alleys and sidewalks, Hille- 
brand, Rosing and Dunn; water 
works, Drom, Webb and Osmond; 
board of local improvement, the en- 
tire board. This action of appointing 
the entire board as members of tho 
board of local improvements was de- 
cided upon by the board after con- 
siderable discussion. 

Harry Lowry protested the appoint- 
ment of D. B. Sabin, his only com- 
petitor in tho plumbing business in 
town. His protest was overruled by 
tho president who Bald that ho 
knew of no other competent man be- 
side Mr. Lowry, who Baid he would 
have refuso it, when asked by the 
president If ho would havo accepted 
~lho appointment Tho appointments 
were approved by the board. 

Mr. Bartlett said later that the 
question of tho appointment of Mr. 
Sabin might be brought up at another 
meeting. 

L. B. Congdon protested tho fire- 
works ordinance passed by the for- 
mer board on the grounds that tho 
village had no jurisdiction over terri- 
tory outsido tho village limits. This 
ordinance forbids tho sale of fire-, 
works within one-half mile *of tho 
village limits. As Atty Runyard drew 
up this ordinance, tho board did not 
seem Inclined to take any action on 
tills protest 

At tho close of the reading of the 
minutes of the last board, J. C. James 
protested tho legality of the proceed- 
ings, claiming tho manner in which 
tho mooting was called was unconsti- 
tutional. 

There was quito a little flury when 
Mr. James protested tho proceedings 
of the last meeting he recommending 
that the readings of the minutes bo 
not accoptod. This brought Clerk 
Isaacs to his feet in protest at tho re- 
flection on his ability to -transcribe 
tho records of the last minute cor- 
rectly. Tho matter was straightened 
out however as Mr. James Intentions 
ovidently were not to reflect on tho 
clerks ability but to protest the action 
taken by tho last board. Tho minutes 
were approved as read.

Struck by an automobile, Mrs. Jean- 
nette King, residing in Bristol, was 
almost instantly killed last Saturday 
morning when the wheels of a car 
passed over her chest. 

Mrs. King, who is a woman of 75 
years of age, was on her way to call 
on a neighbor when the car at her 
own home was being backed out of 
the barn by one of tho family. Both 
Mrs. King and tho driver of tho car 
failed to see each other before the 
car struck her as she was passing di- 
rectly behind the car. The accident 
occurred about 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing as the family were making prep- 
arations to drive to Kenosha. 

Mrs. Rhodes, a noighbor across the 
way, was the only one to witness the 
accident and she was at her side im- 
mediately and helped to assist Mrs. 
King to arise and with the help of 
someone on either side she was able 
to walk to the house, a distance of 
some hundred feet. On reaching tho 
door sho told them they would have 
to open the door for her, but as soon 
as she was placed in a chair on en- 
tering the house her head fell for- 
ward and it was only a matter of ten 
or fifteen minutes before sho quietly 
passed away. 

In the meantime the doctor had 
been summoned, but her chest had 
been completely crushed nnd there 
was no help. Tho body was removed 
to Hausen's funeral home, where it 
was prepared for burial and later 
brought back to her home. Mrs. King 
had been in very poor health for sev- 
eral years, suffering from diahetis, 
which had caused her to lose the 
sight of one eye and somewhat hard 
of hearing. These ailments are 
thought to have been partly respon- 
sible for her failure to notice tho 
automobile approaching her. On ac- 
count of her poor health sho had 
made all arrangements for her funer- 
al, picking out her bearers, tho sing- 
ers and even the*' hymns which they 
found in a note pinned to somo of the 
clothing in her room. 

Coroner Truman T. Parker of Ken- 
osha arrived at tho scene of tho trag- 
edy shortly after sho died. Ho stated 
a coroner's inquest would not bo nec- 
essary as there was a witness to the 
accident. 

The funeral services were hold 
Monday afternoon at tho church and 
burial services at Wesley Chapel cem- 
etery. She is survived by a daughter, 
Mrs. Frank Gethen, who resided with 
her, a netce, MIbb Violet King, and a 
brother, Frank Slocum, of KenoBha, 
besides other relatives and a score of 
friends. The sympathy of the entire 
community is with the family.

A petition is being circulated by 
Commissioner Frank Dunn, and -it is 
hoped every voter in this district will 
have his or her name on tho petition. 
President Bartlett will bring tho mat- 
ter before a special mooting of the 
board somo evening this week. 

Action is what is wanted, and An- 
tioch can not let this golden oppor- 
tunity get away.

CARE OF BABY CHICK 18 

NECE88ARY FOR GOOD FLOCK 
Over-feeding of baby chicks 1b the 
caiiBo of more Iobbob than under-feed- 
ing. The secret of success Ilea in four 
things: First, In not feeding too soon 
after hatching; second, • in feeding 
sparingly the first two weeks; third, 
in feeding grain that Is absolutely 
free from must or molds; fourth, in 
furnishing the proper IngrodlentB for 
• properly developing the chickens. 
Chickens should not bo removed 
from the incubator until they are at 
least thlrty-slx hours old and then 
they should not bo fed until from 43 
to 60 hours old as the yolk of the 
eggs is not completely digested until 
about the length of time after iho 
chick hatched and if the chick is fed 
too soon the feed will sour and diar- 
rhea will be the result. | 

It is better to feed the chickene of- 
ten for the first two weeks and rot 
feed too heavy, always keeping them 
hungry, otherwise they will become 
sluggish and get sick. There should 
always be a great deal of attention 
given to the feed, always keeping Jn 
mind that nothing but the fresh feed 
should be used. Moldy feeds will soon 
make the chick sick and your troubles 
begin. It is just about the same as 
feeding poison, since much o! *he 
white diarrhea Is started from this 
bad feed'. 
Sour milk is one of the very Irn- 
-portant chick feeds and Is an aid In 
preventing the white dlarrhea v There 
Isn't a bettor feed to start out wi*h. 
Ono of our poultry authorities even 
goes bo far as to suggest that each 
chick made to drink two or threo 
swallows of sour milk before being al- 
lowed to have any other feed. Experi- 
ments have shown that milk is ea&lly 
and quitkly digested. A good practice 
is not to allow chicks to have any 
water until they are about eight weeks 
old and keep them supplied with milk. 
If supplied with water some will not 
drink any milk. Of courso the prac- 
tical consideration may enter into the 
feeding of milk in somo cases. Here 
othor feeds will have to be substi- 
tuted. 

Mistakes are often mado by no£ 
feeding it. The first feeds given 
chicks always contain considerable 
grit. After the chicks havo reached a 
week or so old, a hopper containing 
grit should bo used. Do not make a 
Budden change in feed ration.

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HOW MUCH DOES 

A COW EAT? 
Records obtained in Illinois cow 
testing associations show that a good 
dairy cow consumes approximately 
5800 pounds of silage, 1900 pounds of 
hay and 2800 pounds of grain during 
I the year. In addition, she Is pastured 
five and one-half months. The dairy 
farmer would do well to keep these 
figures in mind when planning thlB 
year's crops. Plenty of good rough- 
ago Ib of prime importance. The 
dairyman with a good supply of le- 
gume hay -and silage available 
throughout the year has the major 
portion of his feeding problems 
solved." Good alfalfa hay heads the 
list of legume hays for dairy cattle. 
It alfalfa Is not available, soy bean, 
clover, or cow pea hay should bo fed. 
Soy beans can bo seeded this spring 
and harvested for a hay crop. In 
southern Illinois cow peas can also 
be used. If the supply of roughage 
did not last throughout the feeding 
period this winter the fact should be 
kept in mind and plans mado to pre- 
vent a similar occurance. A Bmall 
amount of protein concentrate added 
to the farm grown grains such as 
corn, barley ,and oats, will make a 
good grain ration. Careful planning 
of crops on dairy farms will reduce 
the feed cost to a minimum; 
C. S. RHODE,

To Clean Furs. 
All kinds of fur, except those that 
nre white, may be cleaned with silver 
snnd. Put the "sand in a dish and 
place the dish In an oven. When the 
sand Is thoroughly warmed through, 
but not so hot that It burns the liunds, 
nib the sand Into every part of the 
fur. Then shake out the sand, using 
a brush to remove the. particles that 
remain. White furs may be cleaned 
wfth hot bran used In the same way.

Of 
these two, common or crushed rock 
salt is very satisfactory. Ten pouads 
of salt piled on tho crown will kill a 
bush of average size. It should bo 
applied to tho bush as dry salt and 
may bo used at any season of rhc 
year with success. Tho bushes either 
nmy bo left standing or cut down. If 
loft standing, they are easily located 
and tho necessity of retreatmenc more 
easily determined. 

Another chemical recommended for 
uso by tho department is sodium- 
arsenite solution is an- efficient poison 
which has been found to bo effective 
In killing barberry bushes. A gallon 
of stock solution, which can bo pur- 
chased at about $1.00, will make about 
40 or 50 gallons of solution when di- 
luted with. water. Two gallons of this 
dilute solution poured In the center 
lot the crown at tho Burface of tho 
ground is usually sufficient to kill an 
average-sized bush. It should bo used 
only during tho growing season, or 
from about the first of May to tho 
last of September. Although sodium 
arsenite Is not more poisonous than 
most orchard sprays, it should bo 
handled with caro, as it has a corro- 
sive action on the skin.

B. H. DeLay, noted California avia- 
tor, says that the narrowest escape 
he ever had from death was during 
the filming of Thomas H. Ince's 
melodramathrlller, "Skin Deep." 

Without tho knowledge of tho di- 
rector, the aviator pulled several 
"stunts" which were not caUed for in 
the script but which add materially 
to the breathless excitement of the

The crops raised by tho farmers 
were wheat, corn and oats. These 
were marketed in Waukegan and 
took two days to make the trip. Now, 
if necessary, tho trip could be made 
in about that many hours.

LasL Sunday morning's discussion 
of the Race Problem in America 
brought out many things of vital in- 
terest to all. Ten million colored peo- 
ple living in this couutry with a hun- 
dred million white people, with much 
of race prejudice, createst a great 
problem. Riots and massacres in 
many cities have snuffed out many 
lives. Hatred and fear make the situ- 
ation extremely dangerous in many 
cities now. How shall we solve the 
problem? The Church of Christ ans- 
wers: Get the people of both races 
converted, Piled with the real, genu- 
ine love of God and they will love 
one another and the problem will 
solve itself. 

"VMien the colored people were S'.;t 
free by President Lincoln they mun 
Lered four million. Increase to over 
ten million in sixty years shows a 
strong race. When the four million 
slaves were freed they were simply 
turned out. Practically none had any 
education. Thoy had almost no prop 
erty, no land or houses. This was 
such t. menace to ihe \?ry life of the 
nation that the h».*s;. people saw some- 
thing must bo done or disaster would 
ensue. 

The Methodist Episcopal church im- 
mediately went to work, gettiug as 
many converted as possible and giv- 
ing as many as possible a real Chris- 
tian education. Hundreds of thous- 
ands have Irjcn converted and now 
we have in the church more than four 
huudred thousand of them as full 
members. Besides these, there are 
hundreds of thousands of them now 
members of other Methodist church 
which they have organized of their 
own. In fact, there are now over two 
millions of the colored people mem- 
bers of the various branches of the 
Methodist church. 

Our church Is now maintaining 2J 
schools for the colored people, turn 
ing out thousands of Christian men 
and women every year. Very selduin 
nny colored young man or woman 



export farmers, carpenters, mechan- 
ics, fine housekeepers, nurses, elec- 
tricians, dentists, inventors, etc. It 
Is duo to tho influence of these Chris- 
tian men and women among them 
that there have not been thousands 
killed in tho riots where only dozens 
have perished. 

The black race in America has 
come from almost complete Illiteracy 
to over sixty percent literate in 60 
years. They have produced 75,000 pro- 
fessional men and women. At tho 
present time far more than half of 
them who are old enough are churcn 
members, nearly all Methodists and 
Baptists. They are spending far more 
for religion, according to their in- 
come than the whites. If wo continue 
to keep up our Christian schools 
among them a few years more, they 
seem likely to bo ready to take them 
over and run them for themselves. A 
large part Is now being done by them- 
selves, but they need much help for 
a while yet. But without question wo 
have found the only solution of the 
race problems: Get both whites and 
blacks genuinely converted and give 
them a really Christian education. 

Tho Epworthlans who went to tho 
big Institute at "Waukegan report a 
wonderful time, and came back with 
a fine enthusiasm for tho work of tho 
league. 
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and are heary laden, and I will re- 
fresh you." Matt. 11:28. 

"So God loved tho world, that he 
gave hla ouly-bogotten Son, to tho 
end that all that believe in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life." John 3:16. 
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Last Sunday was the Fourth Sun- 
day after Easter and the Services in 
the Church were at the usual hours. 
Both the Church School and Morning 
Prayer were well attended. The 
weather was in our favor last Sunday 
and all were inspired by tho beautiful 
sunshine, with the cheerfulness that 
it brought.

There is 
every reason for believing this to be 
a fact, as many passages are quoted 
from St. Mark, word for word. St. 
Mark, as the writer of the 2nd Gos- 
pel rightly deserves the commemora- 
tion that the Church gives him.
